Board). 

4.  To  involve  the  senior  citizen  consumer  in  the  decision-making 
piocess  concerned  with  meeting  his  or  her  needs. 

According  to  the  1973  APAA  Report,  District  No. 3 has  a population  of  over  111,000, 
of  w hom  16,888  are  senior  citizens.  The  District  has  the  highest  concentration  of  minority 
elderly  (33.7%  vs.  24. 3%  citv-wide).  Nearly  40%  of  these  persons  receive  public  assistance 
or  have  incomes  below  the  poverty  level. 

Through  this  directory,  it  is  hoped  that  existing  programs  can  be  identified  and  the 
services  made  known  to  the  aging  communities.  The  materials  presented  may  not  reflect 
the  total  number  of  agencies  serving  seniors.  However,  through  this  handbook,  unmet 
needs  of  the  community  can  he  established  and  assessment  can  be  made  of  existing 
services.  !
